GLASGOW FREE PRESS 

Glasgow, Ky., December 23, 185’ 

Dear Sir . — Having disposed of our Printing Office in 
Elizabethtown, Ky.,and removed to Glasgow w ith the 
view ol permanently locating we purpose commencing 
the publication of a newspaper sometime during ihe 
month of February, to be entitled “THE GLASGOW 
FREE PRESS.” il will be dovo«ed to General Litera- 
ture, Politics, Agriculture, the Arts and Sciences, News, 
and especially to the promotion aud advancement of 
the local and general .ulerestsof the town and county 
aud those adjacent. No pains or exertion on our part 
will be intermitted to secure due consideration for all 
local enterprises, thal may be calculated lo advance the 
gcueral weal of the community . 

An earnest effort will bo made lo render il a valuable 
family newspaper, acceptable to all parties, combining 
a variety ol interesting and instructive subjects iu its 
columns. Haviughad considerable experience in the 
business, aud being practically familiar with its mechan- 
ical duties, wo indulge the hope that we shall be en- 
abled lo subserve to some extent, the interests to which 
the “F«e Press” will be dedicated. 

American Politics at the preseut time, may bo said 
very justly, to be in a chrysalis state. Wo do not do 
sign, iu tuis Prospectus, lo enterthe domain of specu- 
lation. It is not necessary to ihe present purpose, or 
todetinc our political position. This may be defined 
very briefly. Wo are conscientiously opposed to the 
practices and the precepts of Modern Democracy. V\c 
regard the Democratic party, as now constitut'd, essen- 
tially an alien purly; und considor »l«* aims and pur- 
poses, as avowed by its organs, practiced by it- leaders, 
and developed in the present administration, pregnant 
with evil to the Union, in violation of ibo plum injunc- 
tions of the early fathers, und disastrous to American 
Nationality. We recognize in the -Address ol the 
Amuricau Parly,” promulgated at the Louisville Con- 
vention, a political creed, eminently national, eminent- 
ly conservative, and peculiarly adapted to present exi 
gencies. We believe that In the fundamental princi- 
ples ol that organization may be found the panacea lor 
mauy, if not all the political evils, which have disorder- 
ed the country and fomented sectional strife, and which 
ills now in evident contemplation to aggravate by un- 
wise and imprudent legislation. 

Whilst we shall aim to be perfectly independent and 
honest iu the expression of our views ol public men

The bill reads as follows: 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky , 1 li.it the chartered privileges and 
rights of the President, Directors, and Company of the 
Hunk ol Louisville shall continue in fu II force for the 
period of twenty years, from the first dav or January, 
1863; that the chartered nrivileges and rights of the 
President, Directors, and Company of the Bank of Ken- 
lucky shall continue in full force for twentv years, from 
the lirst day of October, 1864; and that the chartered 
privileges and rights of the President, Directors, and 
Company of the Northern Bank of Kentucky, shall 
continue in full force for twenty years, from the first dav 
of May, 1863. But safd extensions of the charters of 
said Banks shall be subject to the restrictions and pro- 
visions following, to-wit: 

First, bach of said Banks shall remain subject to all 
the limitations, restrictions, penalties, conditions, and 
duties, imposed on them by the respective acts for their 
incorporations, and the acts amendatory thereto. 

Second. 1 hat the Legislature shall, at all times, have 
and retain the power of prohibiting the issue of Dank 
notes by either of said Banks below the denomination 
of five dollars; and, after the year 1875, shall have the 
power of prohibiting the issue of bank notes under the 
denomination cf ten dollars. 

Third. That within one year from the first of June, 
1858, the Bauk of Louisville shall establish a branch in 
the town of Glasgow, in the countv of Barren, with a 
capital of not less than $2(JO,OUO; that the Bank of Ken- 
tucky shall establish a branch at the town of Columbus, 
in the county of Hickman, with a capital of not less 
than $150,h()0; and that the Northern Bank of Kentucky 
shall .-stablish a branch at the town of Burksville, in the 
county or Cumberland, with a capital of not less than 
$150,000. 

Fourth. That If the stock holders of each of said 
Banks, ata slated or called meeting, to be held within 
one year from the 10th of May, 1858, by a vote of the 
majority in interest of all the stockholders, shall agree 
to accept the provisions of this act at such meeting, the 
Govornor shall have the right of voting the stock of this 
Commonwealth in said Banks, either in person or by 
proxy; and he is hereby directed to vote in favor of ac- 
cepting the provisions of this act. Each Bank, whose 
stockholders agree to accept the provisions of this act, 
shall become entitled to the benefit thereof, though oue 
or both the other Banks should not accept them. The 
President and Directors of each Bank shall superintend 
the voting in such Bank. The vote of each stockholder 
shall be written upon the book in which the proceedings 
of meetings of stockholders are recorded, showing how 
such vote is cast; and the voting shall be attested by the 
certificate and signatures thereto of a majority of the 
board of President and Directors. A copy of said 
voting, authenticated iu like manner, shall be delivered 
to the Governor whose duty it shall be, upon its appear- 
ing that the provisions of this act have been accepted 
by the stockholders of either or all of said Banks, to issue 
a proclamation, extending the charters of such accepting 
Banks for the periods named in this act. 

$2. That it shall be the duty of each of said banks to 
report in each month to a board, composed of the 
Governor, Secretary of State, and Attorney General, a 
true and perfect list of all hills of exchange aud ne- 
gotiable notes converted into bills of exchange, pur- 
chased by the principal bank, and each of its branches, 
in the proceeding month; which list shall show the 
amount, time of maturity, place of payment, and date 
of purchase of each bill, together with the amount 
and rate of exchange over and above legal inter- 
est, which was discounted from, or charged on each 
bill. Said list shall be verified by the affidavits of the 
Cashiers of the respective Banks and Branches, and 
shall be published in two newspapers published in 
Frankfort, one in Lexington, ana one iu Louisville, 
attho cost of the banks.

Resolved by the General Assembly of the Com 
momcealth of Kentucky, That our Senators in 
Congress be instructed and our Representatives 
requested to favor the immediate admission of 
Kansas into the Union, according to the recom 
mendations of the President in his message of 
the 2d iustant, upon an equal footing with tbe 
other States ol' the Union. 

Resolved, That the dominant division of the 
people of the Territory of Kansas having elected 
a Governor and other State officers, together with 
a legislature, according to the provisions of the 
Lecompton Constitution, pledged to organize the 
Government as soon as admitted into the Union 
under said Constitution, and therefore provide 
for the calling of a Convention to amend or re- 
construct said Constitution in accordance with 
the will of the people of said State. It is obvi- 
ous that the immediate admission of the State 
will terminate all external agitation, and, in a 
short time, must bring quiet to that distracted* 
people; whereas the refusal to admit the State as 
now proposed, would certainly increase the ex 
citemeui and prolong agitation, which must be 
attended with serious evils, and might terminate 
n results which every patriot would deplore. 

Mr. HUSTON moved to dispense with the 
rule requiring joint resolutions to lie one day on 
the table. 

Mr. STITT demanded the yeas and nays, which 
being taken, resulted, yeas 58, nays 32.

of Affairs on the Mexican Frontier. — A corres 
pondent of the Pennsylvania Inquirer , writing 
from Brownsville, Texas, says, Matamoras, on 
the Mexican side of the Rio Grajide, opposite 
Brownsville, has pronounced against Comonfort 
and his government. In this movement, Tam- 
aulipas is supported by New Leon, Coahuila,and 
San Luis, and as the interests of all these States 
are opposed to the high tariff which has been en- 
deavored to be enforced on this frontier, I have no 
doubt they will be strongly united in any action 
they may take in this matter. You are probably 
aware that the tariff laws of Mexico have always 
been a dead letter on this frontier, it being the 
practice to introduce goods into the interior, not 
according to the legal duties, but by arrange- 
ment. 

U, for instance, a merchant desires to pass, say 
$20,000 worth of goods, be asks the officer of the 
customs what he will charge for the permission. 
He may porhaps tell him $2,000. The merchant 
will demur to this, but will give $1,000, or keep 
his goods on his side. After some haggling, a 
bargain is made, and a permit is made out in 
proper form, so a9 to pass muster with all the 
government officials that may be met en route. 

I he question as to what are the legal duties on the 
kind of goods to be introduced; does not enter in- 
to discussion. It is well known that the merchants 
ou this 9ide of the river evade the duties, each 
one making the best bargain he can for himself. 

A pronunciamento is often so quiet a thing 
that outsiders can hardly realize that any impor- 
tant political change has taken place. It is all 
managed by a few leading and influential per 
sons, and so quietly that the great mass of the 
people know nothing of it A lew merchants, 
with a few thousands, who enter into the matter 
as a speculation, and one or two military aspirants, 
can regulate the whole matter to suit themselves. 
In the present movement at Matamoras, at the 
head of which is Col. Garcia, the military com 
mandant, the great obstacle in the way of collect 
ing men and arms iu support of the party, is the 
want of money. 

As the people were paid nothing in the last 
revolution under Vidaurri aud Gazza, they decline 
serving again unless paid for former services. In 
the meantime trade continues, and our merchants 
sell large amounts to Mexican traders, who pay 
in silver coin or bullion. The mines of Mexico, 
within reach of the Rio Grande, are at present 
mostly in the hands of Americans, and worked 
by American capital. There is, on the score of 
mutual interest, a very strong feeling on both 
sides of the river in favor of annexing the 
as lar West as the Sierra Madre, to

Mr. Marshall’s Lecture. — We regret that the 
lateness of the hour at which we write prevents 
us from noticing the lecture of last night as it 
deserves, if, indeed, that were in our power under 
any circumstances. The lecturer reviewed some 
of the most interesting epochs in the history of 
modern Europe, and although, in the brief time 
allotted to him, he was hut able to barely touch 
the leading incidents with the tip of his eagle 
wing, yet he threw around them a grandeur, 
splendor, and interest which they had never 
before possessed for the audience. 

He administered a scathin g rebuke to the in 
tolerance of Calvin, not, however, attempting to 
confute the doctrines of the glorious religion of 
which he was the founder, but rather mentioning 
his persecution of those who differed with him 
jn faith as an historical truth He passed in brief 
review over the reigns of Elizabeth, Mary of 
Scotland, Henry IV, of France, and passing in 
graceful transition from an account of the man 
ner in which that Monarch and Napoleon had he 
trayed the great trusts confided in them, soared 
in loftiest flights of glowing eulogy upon the 
character of our man — the glorious Washington. 
Mr. Marshall knows well how to stir up all the 
patriot fires within the great American heart, 
and nobly and most eloquently did he use his 
Heaven inspired eloquence when dwelling upon 
that fluhlimest of themes. But the highest com 
pliment that could possibly be paid to his won 
drous powers of touching the heart, were the tears 
that frequently dimmed the sight of his auditors 

He will lecture again to night, und it is ex 
pected that his audience will be larger than it has 
been for the last two nights. The two first lee 
tores were but preludes, as it were, to the sym 
phony of gorgeous flights of fancy, and display of 
learning which will greet his audi ors to night. 
Mr Marshall clothes every thing he handles with 
the chastest beauty of thought, and purity of ex 
pression. In the three lectures he will have had 
hardly room for the expansion of his gre t in 
tellect, and we trust that he may be induced to 
remain some time longer among us. Let every 
one turn out this evening and offer an induce 
ment to him to deliver the entire course in our 
little city. 



John Mitchell on Naturalization.— The 
great truths in reference to the necessity for a 
modification of our naturalization laws, says the 
Louisville Journal, which have been announced 
by the American party have been treated with 
scorn and ridicule by the Democracy. But si 
lently and surely, in spite of the opposition to 
them, they have forced themselves upon the con- 
victions of sensible and thinking meu of all par- 
ties. Democratic leaders and demagogues may 
succeed for a time in exciting prejudice against 
the American organization but all their sophistry 
and disgraceful assertions of the superiority of 
he foreign over the native citizen are unavailing 
o hide from the popular understanding the unde- 
niable truth and justice and patriotism of Ameri- 
can principles, or to crush out from the popular 
heart a love for the maxims inculcated by the 
American party. The proscriptive spirit of the 
Democracy — a proscription more tyrannical than 
ever was conceived by the most wily and despotic 
chief of the Jesuits— teaches the masses of the 
Democratic party to turn a deaf ear to every ar 
gument uttered by an American speaker, and to 
disbelieve anything however palpably true, that 
may be published in an American newspaper. — 
The sachems of Democracy are painfully con- 
scious that, wherever the principles of the Amer- 
ican party are understood by the masses, their 
truth and justice and the necessity for their adop- 
tion as the permanent policy of the Government 
will be at once acknowledged. These reckless, 
rule or ruin Democratic leaders know full well that 
if the veil of misrepresentation, with which they 
have sought to hide from the popular gaze the 
glory of the principles of the American party, 
should ever be drawn aside and the plain truth of 
these precepts should be allowed to shine forth 
undimmed upon the minds and heartsof the peo- 
ple, the power of the Democracy would immedi- 
ately be dissolved and the masses of the Ameri 
can people would rush with enthusiasm into the 
ranks of the American party, and accord an ea- 
ger and active support to its principles. 

While the Democracy generally have thus stu 
diously endeavored to conceal the truth from the 
masses of their followers, the following gleam of 
truth in the columns of a Democratic paper should 
be spread far and wide, and everywhere brought 
to the attention of those who have reviled the 
American party and denounced its efforts to pro 
tect the institutions of our country from the fa 
tal influence of fo eignism, and the sad conse 
quences of a continual influx of foreign pauper- 
ism and crime. It is from the bold and vigorous 
pen of John Mitchell, editor of the Southern Cit 
izen. He is an Irishman by birth, not yet natu 
ralized, a violent Democrat in politics, and 
cannot be accuse' 1 of national or party prejudi- 
ces in favor of the American views of the sub 
ject : 

When the American cities have got to hunger 
mobs and 90up-kitchens, one cannot wonder that 
thoughtful men begin to ask themselves whether 
it is wise or just to keep the doors of this Repub 
lie so widely and invitingly open; the access to 
them so very easy, and next to no questions ask 
ed. 

We are about to approach a delicate subject; 
for the Democratic party in the United States (to 
which party we give our hearty faith and fealty) 
hold it to be one of their strong points to cherish 
and tenderly entreat “the foreigner.” Yet there 
are certain considerations aside from party, 
which lead to the conclusion that something ig 



wrong in all this. And a kind of suspicion arises 
that, even in the Know-Nothing ranks, there were 
patriotic and good men who had no sympathy in 
deed with the benighted sectarianism of that mis- 
chievous society, but who, nevertheless, instinct- 
ively revolted against the' cool insolence of Eu- 
ropean powers in chasing “surplus population” 
to America as a penal colony. Of criminals and 
paupers we have enough. 

Of the emigrants to America, a very large 
number are paupers and criminals, which falls 
out iu several ways: First, there are emigration 
societies having funds provided for carrying to 
America the very sweepings of the work-houses 
and poor-houses. Some of these are in conneo 
tion with the governments of the several coun 
tries, and it signifies little whether the poor 
wretches so expatriated are landed in Can 
ada or New York. If in Cauada most of 
them find their way southward. These 
have neither means, nor spirit, nor hope. They 
have lived on puolic alm9, left their homes at 
the bidding of their “betters,” and emigrated in 
forma pauperis. These arc true paupers — either 
born paupers or having the heart and soul within 
them, ground down to a pauper heart and soul 
by bitter oppression and privation — not fit to be 
citizens of any country 

And for criminals — we know that cargoes of 
Italians and Germans are sometimes sent over 
with an intimation that tliev are “political of 
fenders.” Who knows that they are political 
offenders? Their govern ents at auy rate are 
desirous to be rid of them, and knowing that to 
gain them a footing upon these shores they must 
at least call them political offenders; but they 
may be forcats three times convicted for the 
worst human crimes. If so, they will not them 
selves let out the secret. The wonderful organ- 
ization of the police establishments in European 
countries is little understood here. Every ruffian, 
burglar, cut-throat in Paris or in Naples is well- 
known to the police The police can call a 
mcetingol' them at any time, or a meeting of 
certain select ones not selected for their virtues — 
can make them an offer once for all that if they 
would save themselves from the galleys or gal 
lows, they shall have a free passage to a land of 
liberty as Corbonar or Red Republicans. 

But there is oue more, direct, constant, and 
copious flow of criminals iuto this country from 
the English colonies. Bermuda lies nearly op 
posite to Charleston, about seven hundred miles 
off Here are always confined upwards of two 
thousand of the choicest miscreants in all crea- 
tion- accomplished London house-breakers, 
bank robbers, forgers, garoters. Their numbers 
are kept up by new importations from England; 
but as the terms of their sentences r spectfullv 
expire, what is done with them? The laws of 
the colony prohibit them from being set free with- 
in the islands. The very last thing the govern- 
ment. would think of, is to bring them back to 
England. 

Now Bermuda has a constant traffic with the 
coast cities of America. It has no wheat or 
other grain, no beef, and no mutton save what it 
imports from America Therefore its waters 
are always full of American vessels. In these 
the criminals are regulaily shipped as they 
become entitled to their freedom, sometimes as 
many as four or five in the same vessel. Their 
passage is paid by the English government, and 
they carry their virtue and accomplishments to 
give strength and glory to the great Republic. 
That this was a practice a few years ago, is a 
matter of fact, which we assert; presumably it 
is so still And although the transaction is al- 
ways a secret one, no doubt researches amongst 
the owners of coasting vessels in Philadelphia 
and Baltimore would bring to light the fact, if 
not its whole amount. 

Audit is singular that the largest traffic of 
Bermuda is (or was) with the city of Baltimore. 
Undoubtedly the flash clubs are largely recruited 
from thence Those fellows are the very men to 
make good Roughskins and Blood-Tubs. 

On the other side of the continent, San Fran- 
cisco has been receiving a picked emigration 
from the Australian penal colonies — alumni who 
have graduated iu the great Universities of rascal 
ity on earth 

Unquestionably the citizens of America are 
injured by these importations of criminals aud 
puapers; and the adopted citizens even more 
than the native; because their character suffers 
It cannot surely be desirable for them that the 
same door which is open to them and their chil 
dren should admit, on the same footing and on 
the same terms, the off seourings of French gal- 
leys, the refuse of Irish poor-houses, and the offal 
of English goals. They do not need to import 
scoundrelism, laziness, and ignorance along with 
them, inasmueh as they will find plenty of all that 
here. 

It has become the direct and deep interest of 
both native and adopted (especially the latter) 
to procure such a change in the naturalization 
laws as will prevent the very loose and irregular 
admission of all applicants, and in all kinds of 
courts of record. And further, we submit that it 
is not enough to prevent criminals and paupers 
from being citizens — they ought not to be allow 
ed to land. Such cargoes could not be run iu 
any seaport of Europe; and if there is not a 
strong euough police force to keep them out. 
that force ought to be increased, and a portion of 
it charged with that express duty — and the force 
ought to be especially strong all along the St. 
Lawrence and Lake shores 

Also, if it be a fact, as we have charged, that 
paupers arc sent hither, through Canada or 
otherwise, by Emigration Societies — and the 
criminals are sent hither from Bermuda by the 
British Government itself, we presume it is i 
matter calling for the remonstrance and interpo 
sition of American Administration. Ship cap 
tains who bring such passengers ought to be 
brought to condign punishment, and the Govern 
ment which continues such a practice ought to be 
regarded as our worst enemy. 

\Ve have no intention in this article of sug 
gesting special changes of the naturalization 
laws. Five years give more than time enough 
to grow familiar with an affair so simple as the 
American Laws and Constitution — that is to say 
as familiar as the average of natives — and as 
familiar as is needful to make a good citizen. — 
The man who does not know enough of it in five 
years will never know'. 

In short, the present naturalization laws, if 
strictly administered, may be sufficient. But 
they are notoriously administered most loosely 
and inefficiently. The courts which give an in 
tended citizen his papers, often give him infor 
mal and insufficient papers, so that he cannot 
perfect his citizenship in another State. Thus 
some are kept from voting who have a right to 
vote. Many others are admitted who never ought 
to be — and evidence is taken of an applicant’s 
fitness for the duties of an American citizen aud 
for his attachment to the American Constitution, 
from the mouth of aliens, who perhaps never saw' 
America before ‘hat day. On the whole there is 
a fatal facility even for the honest and bona Jide 
emigrant. And when, besides this, youcousider, 
the immense infusion of pauperism and crime, it 
will become apparent that the United States is in 
danger of being made the common alms-house, 
refugium peccatorium, and penal colony of the 
world.

of the hope that I w ould submit the same to the 
consideration of Congress, “with the view of the 
admission of Kansas into the Union as an inde 
pendent State.” Incompliance with this request 
I herew ith transmit to Congress for its action the 
Constitution ol Kansas, with the ordinance re 
specting the public lands, as well as the letter of 
Mr. Calhoun, dated Lecompton, the 14th, ult.,bv 
which thev were accompanied. Having received 
but a single copy of the constitution and ordi 
nance, I send this to the Senate. 

A great delusion seems to pervade the public 
mind in relation to the condition of parties in 
Kansas. This arises from the difficulty of in 
ducing the American people to realize the fact 
that any portion of them should be in a state ol 
rebellion against the government under which 
they live When we speak of the affairs of Kan 
sas we are apt to refer merely to the existence of 
two violent political parties in that Territory, di 
videdbv thequestion of slavery, just as we speak 
of such parties in States. This presents no ade 
quate idea of the state of the case. The dividing 
line there is not between two political parties, 
both acknowledging the lawful existence of the 
government; but between those who are loyal to 
this government and those who have endeavored 
to destroy its existence by force and usurpation — 
between those who sustain and those who have 
done all in their power to overthrow the Terri 
torial government established by Congress 

This government they would long since have 
subverted had it not been protected from assaults 
by the troops of the United States. Such has 
been the condition of affairs since my inaugura 
tion Ever since that period a large portion <> 
the people of Kansas have been in a state of re- 
bellion against the government, w ith a military 
leader at their head, of most turbulent and dan 
gerous character. They have never acknowldg- 
ed, but have constantly renounced and defied, 
the government to which they owe allegiance, 
and have been all the time in a state of resistance 
against its authority They have all the time 
been endeavoring to subvert it and establish a 
revolutionary government under the so called 
Topeka Constitution in its stead. Even at this 
very moment the Topeka Legislature are in ses 
sion Whoever has read the correspondence of 
Governor Walker with the State Department, 
recently communicated to the Senate, will he con 
vi need that this picture is not overdrawn. He 
al was protested against the withdrawal of any 
portion of the military force of the United State’s 
from the Territory, deeming its presence abso 
lutely necessary for the preservation of the 
regular government, and the execution of the 
laws. 

In his very first dispatch to the Secretary of 
State, dated June 2, 1857, he says: 

A most alarming movement, however, pro 
ceeds from the assembling of the so called Tope 
ka Legislature, w ith the view to the enactment of 
an entire code of laws. Of course it will be my 
endeavor to prevent such a result, as it would 
lead to an inevitable and disastrous collision, 
and in fact, renew civil war in Kansas.” 

This was prevented bv the efforts of Governor 
Walker, but soon he had to send to General 
Harney to request him to furnish a regiment of 
dragoons to proceed to the city of Lawrence, 
and this tor the reason that he had received au- 
thentic intelligence, verified by his own actual 
observation, that a dangerous rebellion had oc 
curred, involving open defiance of the law's and 
the establishment of an insurgent government in 
that city. 

In the Governor’s despatch of July 15, he in 
forms the Secretary of State that — 

The movement iu Lawrence was the begin 
mng of a plan, originating in that city, to organ- 
ize au insurrection throughout the Territory, 
and especially in all the towns, cities and coun 
ties where the Republican party have a majority. 
Lawrence is the hot bed of all Abolition move 
ments iu this Territory It is the town estab 
iished by the Abolition societies of the East, 
and, whilst ihere are a respectable number of 
people there, it is filled by h considerable nura 
ber of mercenaries, who are paid bv the abolition 
societies to perpetuate and diffuse agitation 
throughout Kansas, and prevent the peaceful set 
tlement of this question Having failed in in 
ducing their own ao-cnlled Topeka State Legisla 
ture to organize this insurrection, Lawrence has 
commenced it herself, and if not arrested, rebell 
ion will extend throughout the Territory” 

And again — 

“In order to send this communication immedi- 
ately by mail, I must close, assuring you that 
the spirit of rebellion pervades the great mass of 
the Republican party of this Territory, instigated, 
as I entertain no doubt thev are, by Eastern soci 
eties, having in view results most disastrous to 
the government and the Union , and that the con 
tinued presence of General Harney is indispensa- 
ble, as was originally stipulated by me, with a 
large body of dragoons and several batteries ” 

On the 20th of July, 1857, General Lane, un 
der the authority of the Topeka Convention un 
dertook , as Governor Walker says: 

“To organize the whole Free State party into 
volunteers, and to take the names of all who re- 
fuse enrollment. The proposed object was to 
protect the polls at the election in August of 
new insurgent Topeka State Legislature. The 
object in taking the names of all who refuse en 
roll ment is to terrify the Fr“C State conserva 
tives into submission. This is proved by the re 
cent atrocities committed on such men bv the To- 
pekaites. The speedy location of large bodies 
of regular troops here with two battaries is neces 
sary. The Lawrence insurgents await the de 
velopments of this new military organization.’ 

In the Governor’s despatch of July 27, he says: 
“Lane and his staff every where deny the au 
thority of the Territorial laws, and counsel a to- 
tal disregard of these enactments.” 

Without making quotations of a similar char- 
acter from other despatches of Governor Walk 
er, it appears by reference to Secretary Stanton’s 
communication to General Cass on the 9th of 
December last, that “the important step of call- 
ing the Legislature together was taken after 
Governor Walker had become satisfied that the 
election ordered by the Convention on the 21st 
instant could not be conducted without collision 
and bloodshed. So intense was the disloyal feel- 
ing among the enemies of the government estab 
lisned by Congress, that an election which af- 
forded them opportunities, if in the majority, of 
making Kansas a free State, according to their 
own professed desire, could not be conducted 
withont collision and bloodshed. The truth is, 
that until the present moment the enemies of the 
existing government still adhere to their Topeka 
revolutionary constitutional government. The 
very first paragraph of the message of Governor 
Robinson, dated 7th of December, to the Topeka 
Legislature, now assembled at Lawrence, con 
taius an open defiance of the laws and constitu- 
tion of the United States. The Governor says: 
“The Convention which framed the Topeka 
Constitution originated with the people of the 
Kansas Territory. They have adopted and rati- 
fied the same twice by a direct vote; also, indi 
rectly, through two elections of State officers and 
members of the Stite Legislature; yet it has 
pleased the Administration to regard the whole 
proceeding revolutionary.” 

The Topeka government, adhered to with 
such treasonable pertinacity, is a government in 
direct opposition to the existing government pre 
seated and recoguized by Congress. 

It is usurpation of the same character as it 
would be for a portion of the people of any State, 
to undertake to establish a separate government 
within its limits, for the purpose of redressing 
any grievance, real or imaginary, of which they 
might complain, against the legitimate State gov- 
ernment. Such a principle, if carried into exe- 
cution, would destroy all lawful authority and 
produce universal anarchy. From this state 
ment of facts, the reason becomes palpable whv 
the enemies of the government authorized by 
Congress, have refused to vote for the delegates 
to the Kansas Constitutional Convention, and 
also, afterwards, on the question of slavery, sub- 
mitted by it to the people. It is because tho 



Such being the unfortunate condition of af 
fairs in the Terri tori v, that was the right as w ell 
as the duty of the law-abiding people. Were 
they silently and patiently to submit to the To 
peka usurpation, or to adopt the necessary ineas 
ure to establish a constitution under the author 
ity of the organic law of Congress. That this 
law recognized the right of the people of the 
Territory, without au euabling act o‘ Congress 
to form a State constitution, is too clear for ar 
gument. 

For Congress ‘to leave the people of the Ter 
ritorv perfectly free’ in framing their constitution 
•to lorm and regulate their domestic institutions 
in their own way, subject only to the constitution 
of the United States,’ and then to sav that thev 
shall not be permitted to proceed and frame the 
constitution in their own wav, without express 
authority from Cougress, appears to be almost a 
contradiction of terms. It would be much more 
plausible to contend that Congress had uo power 
to pass such an enabling act, than to argue that 
the people of a Territory might be kept out of 
the Union for an indefinite period, and until it 
might please Congress to permit them to e*er 
cise the right of self government. This would be 
to adopt* not their own wav, but the way whit 
Congress might prescribe. It is impossible th 
any people could have proceeded with more regi 
larity in the formation of a constitution than the 
people of Kansas have done.
